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Chief Tells How Residents 
Can Help Cut Fire Losses

Torranc*» Fire Chief ,J. Jay 
nner today announced the 

Fire Department's cooperation 
with other civic groups in using 
aimple precautionary methods to 
prevent many damaging fires.

The Fire Chief, discussing re­ 
placement costs, said that, "even 
in umall fires* where the fire­ 
men are ahle to confine the 
flafnen to one room, it costs 
property owners two to three 
times as much to refurnish the 
burned-out areas as H did ten 
years ago." Chief Benner par­ 
ticularly emphasized the follow- 
ing points:

]. Gr«»at! damage Is caused by 
rubbish fires. If owners remove

rubbish from cellars, atlcs and 
closet*, fire losses will mm*- 
down and many alarms will ' 
eliminated.

2. Buildings classified as con­ 
flagration hazards should he 
protected by automatic sprink­ 
lers. Swch Installations will pay 
for themuelves out of savings 
in Insurance premiums and as 
a result, conflagration areas will 
be eliminated.

3. Baesment fires are the hard­ 
est to fight. Firemen have diffi­ 
culty fighting their way in and 
often do not know what the 
conditions will be when they 
reach the basement.
